GROWTH 

We all admire growth. A mother’s delight is to share how her baby is growing. 
A father takes great pride in the developing physical accomplishments of his 
son. When grades from school are received, the parents look for development 
and progress. 

The Bible reveals God’s plan of growth for His children. Peter expresses it, 
“But grow in grace, and in the knowledge of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ 
(2 Pet. 3:18). 

The development from infancy to adulthood in the areas of the physical, 
mental and social are accompanied by growth in the spiritual. Although the 
physical reaches an early climax, the others continue throughout the span of 
life. Growth in these areas is not automatic but dependent on continuous effort. 

Note the mental “study” in 2 Timothy 2:15; the social “give all diligence” in 
2 Peter 1:5-7; the spiritual prayer for “knowledge” in Ephesians 1:15-19; and 
the prayer for “apprehension” in Ephesians 3:13-19. 

Paul continually speaks of growth. Note Philippians 1:6, “Being confident of 
this very thing, that he which hath begun a good work in you will perform it 
until the day of Jesus Christ.” Note also verse 9, “And this I pray, that your 
love may abound yet more and more in knowledge and in all judgment.” See 
Colossians l:27b-29, “. . . which is Christ in you, the hope of glory; whom we 
preach, warning every man, and teaching every man in all wisdom; that we may 
present every man perfect in Christ Jesus.” Note also 1 Thessalonians 3:10, 
“Night and day praying exceedingly that we might see your face, and might 
perfect that which is lacking in your faith.” 

It is sad to see a baby Christian who has a false idea about growth and is un¬ 
willing to put forth any effort. Rather he is praying for “sudden maturity” by 
some spiritual experience. 

Our Lord prayed, “Sanctify them through thy truth: thy Word is truth” 
(John 17:17). Those who diligently pursue the knowledge of the Scriptures attain 
to a maturity by growth which should not diminish as long as physical life 
endures. 

The classrooms at WBC and CBS are oriented to growth. This eventuates in 
maturity which provides leadership to the church. Those who pursue biblical 
studies at WBC and CBS will recognize the importance of the centrality of the 
Word of God in their personal life and ministry. As these leaders go forth from 
us and continue in their own daily study of the Word, they will be growing 
Christians who will be effective in the growth of the body of Christ. 
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Significant events have transpired 
in the Middle East within the last 
generation. Are these events fulfill¬ 
ment of prophecy? Thirty-four years 
ago Israel became a nation again. 
The United Nations partition trig¬ 
gered bloody battles between Israel 
and the Arabs. The violence once 
directed primarily against the British 
was now strictly between the Jews 
and the Arabs. Israel, with superior 
planning and strategy, came out of 
the struggle with greater land holding 
than before, but they also had ac¬ 
quired the implacable hatred of the 
Palestinian Arabs and all the Arab 
countries. 

In 1967 with the threat of an 
Egyptian blockade of the Straits of 
Tiran, Israel launched a preemptive 
strike against Egypt and Syria. In 
just six days Israel controlled the 
entire Sinai Peninsula in the south 
and the Golan Heights in the north. 
Israel had also taken Jerusalem 
away from Jordan. The entire West 
Bank of the Jordan River now lay 


in Jewish hands. Israel was filled 
with euphoria. Israeli invincibility 
seemed assured. 

Far more sobering was the Yom 
Kippur War six years later. Only 
desperate rearming by American 
C5A’s rescued Israel from severe 
damage at the hands of the Syrians 
and Egyptians. The atmosphere in 
Israel was now serious, fearful. 

The constant harassment of the 
P.L.O. which continued unabated 
in spite of setbacks in Jordan 
brought Israel to the point of in¬ 
vading Lebanon, the unwilling 
stronghold of the P.L.O. General 
Sharon took his troops all the way 
to Beirut and succeeded in forcing 
the removal of the P.L.O. to other 
countries. At this writing, Israeli 
troops are yet in Lebanon and a 
stable government in that stricken 
country seems remote. 

The question I am raising is, are 
all these events concerning Israel 
signs which point to the consum¬ 
mation of the age, and the return 


of Christ? Should the Church be 
looking for signs? Many people, for 
example, have taken the establish¬ 
ment of the State of Israel in 1948 
as a fulfillment of Matthew 24:32-34. 
Some have even gone so far as to 
say that the generation spoken of 
in Matthew 28:34 is a 40-year period 
to terminate in 1988. One radio 
preacher predicted the date of the 
Lord’s return on this basis to be 
April, 1981 (1988 less the seven- 
year tribulation). This is not only a 
contradiction of Scripture which 
teaches that the time of the coming 
of the Son of Man is unknown to 
man (Matt. 24:36), it also creates 
false hope. When such predictions 
go unfulfilled, people become dis¬ 
illusioned with all biblical prophecy. 

It is important that we establish 
certain biblical principles if we are 
going to be able to understand the 
place of Israel in God’s plan today.

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Israel is God’s chosen people and 
has been promised the land of 
Palestine. 

Not all Christians agree with this 
premise, but an unbiased reading 
of Genesis 12:1-3, 7; 13:14-16; 15: 
18-21 can only lead to the conclu¬ 
sion that the nation of Israel has an 
eternal place in the plan of God. 
We call this the Abrahamic Coven¬ 
ant, and we say that it is uncondi¬ 
tional. It is amazing that a relatively 
small number of people on a strip 
of land some forty miles wide and 
one hundred and twenty miles long 
should hold such a vital place in 
history in the twentieth-century 
world. This can only be accounted 
for by the fact that the Jews are 
God’s chosen people. The church 
has not supplanted Israel. Both 
Jews and Gentiles make up the 


and Gaza Strip. We should listen to 
some of the voices of dissent within 
Israel herself. We should pray for the 
peace of Jerusalem (through salva¬ 
tion), but not give a carte blanche 
to the Israelis for their political 
action. 

The church is not looking for signs. 

Many have taken Matthew 24, 
with its emphasis on signs, as ap¬ 
plying to the church. It really refers 
to the tribulation period. We de¬ 
rive the time frame for this from 
Daniel 9:24-27. In Matthew 24:15 
the abomination of desolation 
spoken of by Daniel the prophet is 
mentioned. This points to the fact 
that Matthew 24 is not depicting the 
church age, but the events of the 
tribulation. The church, rather than 
looking for signs is looking for the 


can see that events, moving under 
the hand of God, are providing the 
props and the backdrop on the 
stage of world history leading up to 
the consummation of all things. 
Israel, as God’s chosen but disobe¬ 
dient people, is center stage. Egypt, 
Israel’s ancient preserver and de¬ 
stroyer is playing a key role. Further 
striking events include the dramatic 
shift of Iran (ancient Persia) in the 
last few years and the war between 
Iran and Iraq, the modern descend¬ 
ants of the Assyrians and Babylonians. 

Certainly all of these events point 
in a general way to the shaping of 
events for the last days, but none 
of them point to any specific fulfill¬ 
ment of prophecy in this day. This 
may remove some of the titillation 
of prophetic study, but it restores 
believers to the sure footing of living 



church but there remains a place 
for the “all Israel’’ in the future 
(Rom. 11:26). 

Israel has disobeyed God and re¬ 
jected her Messiah and Saviour. 

The possession and enjoyment 
of the land was conditioned upon 
obedience (Deut. 28-30). Israel was 
severely defeated in 70 A.D. and in 
132 A.D. The temple and the city 
of Jerusalem were destroyed. The 
fact that Israel has regained control 
of part of the land and the city does 
not change her status as a dis¬ 
obedient people. Christians, while 
they support Israel today, should 
not offer unqualified support. We 
need at least to listen to the com¬ 
plaints of the Palestinians (some of 
whom are Christians). We need to 
ask whether Israel is correct in im¬ 
posing her will on the West Bank 


parousia, the coming of Christ (1 
Thess. 1:10; 1 Cor. 1:7, etc.). We 
believe that Christ’s coming is im¬ 
minent, that is, no event must pre¬ 
cede it - it could happen at any 
moment. The temple need not be 
rebuilt, the nation need not have 
been established, nor any other 
event required before Christ’s return. 
The church lives in light of the 
blessed hope (Titus 2:13; 1 Thess. 
4:13-18; 1 John 3:2), not the events 
of the daily newspaper. 

The current events do have signi¬ 
ficance. 

In spite of all I have said about 
the current events not being for the 
church, the maelstrom now taking 
place in the Middle East is signifi¬ 
cant. It is significant because we 


in the light of Christ’s imminent 
return without knowing when it will 
be. 

Pray for Israel. Watch the events 
in the Middle East. But above all, 
live in the light of Christ’s return - 
a purifying hope.

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Encyclopedia of Bible Difficulties 

by Gleason L. Archer

An often-heard criticism of the doctrine of 
inerrancy is that the Bible is full of errors and 
conflicting statements, and therefore cannot be 
inerrant. In an attempt to answer this charge, 
Gleason Archer has recently published a book 
entitled Encyclopedia of Bible Difficulties which 
seeks to provide answers for many biblical problems. 
It is a book written essentially for the layman, buLwith 
much helpful material for the scholar as well. Because 
of his extensive background in the Semitic languages, 
his knoweldge of archaeology, and his years of teaching 
Jjpft:' at the seminary level, Archer is well qualified to write this 

book. 

Perhaps because of Archer’s expertise, this reviewer was 
somewhat disappointed in the Encyclopedia as a whole. It is a 
good and valuable work, but it could have been made much 
better. There are three major problems with the work as it stands. 
First, the choice of topics seems quite arbitrary and “non-encyclopedic.” 
Perhaps I am over-reacting to the title, but it seems to me that an en¬ 
cyclopedia should be more comprehensive than this one. For example, 
while 54 pages are (rightly) spent on Genesis, Romans through Revela¬ 
tion are treated in only 50 pages -- in fact, the entire New Testament takes 
up only 127 pages, slightly more than the Pentateuch. Twelve books (Lam¬ 
entations, Micah, Nahum, Flabakkuk, Zephaniah, Haggai, 2 Corinthians, 
Philippians, 1 Thessalonians, James, 2 and 3 John) receive no treatment at 
all, while in nineteen others only one Bible difficulty is mentioned. Books such 
as Proverbs and Revelation have only two Bible difficulties each, and the entire 
book of Psalms has a scant six. In view of such limited treatment, the space given 
to some topics seems unusually long: for example, four pages on harmonizing 
Genesis 49 and Deuteronomy 33; five pages on “Flow can Sunday replace Saturday 
under the fourth commandment?”; two pages on “Are Christians still forbidden to eat 
blood?” and numerous articles on whether God condones lying (pp. 89-90, 101-102,

A second major weakness of the book is its organization. All topics are arranged in order from Genesis to Revelation This 
works quite well for discussions of a particular text (for example, Gen. 6:2) or even for comparisons between several texts 
(tor example Gen. 25:1 and 1 Chron. 1:32), though in the latter case a cross-reference at 1 Chronicles 1:32 back to the 
discussion of Genesis 25:1 would have been very helpful (it may be found in the index, but this is a more cumbersome 
process) But topical discussions are hopelessly buried in the text. For example, the question of salvation in the Old Testa¬ 
ment is found at Genesis 2:17; the Old Testament notion of immortality is discussed under Genesis 5:24; the issue of un- 
l Cien ^T ermS ' n the Bible ' S f ° Und at Genesis 1 5:17; the date of the Exodus is discussed at 1 Kings 6:1; the use of liquor in 
the Old Testament is discussed under Deuteronomy 14:26; abortion is treated under Psalm 139; and ethical questions 
such as God s attitude towards lying or killing are scattered in numerous places throughout the text (see list above). The 
Pe ^ l 0 ? l . an „ SU ^ ect indices at the back of the book are very helpful in this regard, but (for example) subjects such as “lying” 
or killing are not found even there. A better arrangement would have been something along the lines of John W Haley’s 
Alleged Discrepancies of the Bible (reprinted by Baker, and still a useful work) - doctrinal difficulties, ethical difficulties

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CURSING AND SWEARING 
FROM AN APOSTLE?

Of all of the twelve apostles whom we encounter in the Gospels, 
none is more colorful, and at the same time more enigmatic, than 
the Apostle Peter. When we see him in the Book of Acts, he is a 
bastion of apostolic boldness, powerful preaching, and dynamic 
leadership. He is the dominant figure of the first twelve chapters of 
Acts, and is described there by Luke in a very favorable light. The 
situation in the Gospels, however, is much the opposite. There 
Peter appears rash, impetuous, apt to speak without adequate 
forethought, faltering in his self-determination to follow Jesus, and 
surprisingly capable of heart-rending denial of his Lord. In the 
period of time prior to the crucifixion of Jesus, Peter’s actions as 
portrayed by the Evangelists are frequently embarassing, at best, 
and tragic, at worst. 

On one score, however, Peter’s actions have sometimes been 
misunderstood. Both Matthew (26:74) and Mark (14:71) tell us 
that during Peter’s third denial of Jesus, he “began to curse and 
swear” as he asserted that he did not know Jesus. Some, sup¬ 
posing Peter to have come out of a rather crude sailor’s life prior 
to following the Lord, imagine that Peter is resorting here to a 
vulgar use of common profanity in order to make his denial of 
Jesus more emphatic. But while nothing can make his actions on 
this occasion commendable, it is doubtful that Peter should be 
seen as adopting profanity as a vehicle for communicating his 
denial of Jesus. The words used by Matthew and Mark simply do 
not necessitate such a view, as can be seen by their usage else¬ 
where in Scripture. 

The Meaning of ‘‘Curse and Swear” 

The word “curse,” for example, can have a very sober conno¬ 
tation. To pronounce a curse over someone or something means 
to devote that person or thing to God for destruction. In the context 
of an oath, it means to call down curses from God upon another or 
upon oneself in the event that the person taking the oath should be 
found guilty of perjury. Although the particular word used by 
Matthew ( katathematizo) is found in the New Testament only in 
Matthew 26:74, the word used by Mark (anathematizo) is found 
elsewhere. It is used a number of times in the Greek Old Testa¬ 
ment as a translation of the Hebrew hrm, “to devote to utter de¬ 
struction.” In the New Testament the word appears several times 
in Acts (23:12, 14, 21), where it describes a sizeable group of 
Jewish opponents of Paul who “bound themselves under a curse, 
saying that they would neither eat nor drink till they had killed 
Paul” (KJV). This “curse” seems to reflect a sober religious vow, 
probably taking a form similar to “If we break this fast before Paul 
is dead, may God suddenly destroy us.” This is clearly not a use of 
profanity, at least not in the modern sense of that word. 

Elsewhere, the noun form (anathema) of this word is used by the 


wish himself accursed for the sake of his countrymen. In several 
places he declares “anathema” those who distort the gospel 
(Gal. 1:8, 9; cf. 1 Cor. 16:22, 12:3). These references demon¬ 
strate that there is a legitimate time for “cursing,” and they suggest 
that Peter’s “curse,” though not legitimate, may not have involved 
what we associate with “cursing” today. 

There is also a legitimate time for “swearing.” The word for 
“swear” which appears in Matthew and Mark occurs twenty-four 
other times in the New Testament. The following examples will 
illustrate the usage of the word. Jesus cautioned repeatedly against 
the careless use of oaths (Matt. 5:34, 36; 23:16, 18, 20, 21,22), 
as did James (James 5:12). This is probably due to the fact that the 
Jews of this period had become accustomed to a very light-hearted 
and frequent use of oaths in the face of daily problems. In Mark 
6:23, Herod is delighted with the sensuous dancing of the young 
girl, and he swears to grant her any request not exceeding one half 
of his kingdom. Once again the “swearing” has to do with a 
solemn pronouncement rather than with the use of profanity. In 
Revelation 10:6 we read of an angel who “swore by him that 
liveth for ever and ever . . . that there should be time no longer.” 
Here “swearing” is something appropriately associated with a 
celestial creature. Even more important is the fact that God is said 
to have “sworn” on occasion (Luke 1:73, Acts 2:30, Heb. 3:11, 
18; 4:3; 6:13, 16; 7:21). In one of these references (Heb. 6:13), 
God is said to have “sworn by himself.” The sense would seem to 
be that of a solemn pronouncement invoking as witness the highest 
possible testimony. 

Conclusion 

Do Matthew and Mark, then, intend to tell us that Peter sought 
to make more emphatic his denial of Jesus by the use of profanity? 
I do not think so. Rather, in his denial of Jesus Peter took a solemn 
oath and invoked upon himself divine curses if his words were not 
true. He probably said something like, “I swear that I do not know 
this fellow, and if I am not speaking the truth may God strike me 
dead right now.” His words are profane, to be sure, but not pro¬ 
fanity in our sense of the word. The guilt of Peter’s actions cannot 
be lessened, but neither should his words be misunderstood. The 
NIV captures the sense well: “He began to call down curses on 
himself, and he swore to them, ‘I don’t know this man you’re 
talking about’” (Mark 14:71).

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historical difficulties (with this section arranged from Genesis to 
Revelation), and perhaps a section on textual difficulties as well. 

Finally, on some points Archer is unduly dogmatic, and does not 
fairly present alternative points of view. For example, with regard 
to Abel’s sacrifice, Archer writes that “it is clear that Abel, Adam’s 
second son, was a true believer and was well instructed about sub¬ 
stitutionary atonement” (p. 76). He may well be correct, but 
whether or not Cain and Abel were told about substitutionary 
atonement is not directly stated in Scripture. Again, although this 
reviewer agrees with Archer’s interpretation of Genesis 6:2, his 
dismissal of an alternate point of view is too curt: “The rabbinic 
speculation that angels are referred to in Genesis 6:2 is a curious 
intrusion of pagan superstition that has no basis at all in the rest of 
Scripture (p. 79). Likewise, in setting aside the interpretation 
that Jephthah’s daughter was actually sacrificed according to his vow, 
Archer writes that this understanding of the event “involves an 
intolerable theological difficulty, for it hopelessly compromises the 
integrity of God Himself” (p. 164). Finally, this reviewer was 
especially disappointed that Archer espouses the day-age theory of 
creation, rather than a literal six-day creation, and a race of pre- 
Adamic anthropoids as well. Again, he is very dogmatic in his 
refutation of the literal six-day creation: “It would seem to border 
on sheer irrationality to insist that all of Adam’s experiences in 
Genesis 2:15-22 could have been crowded into the last hour or 
two of a literal twenty-four-hour day. The only reasonable con¬ 
clusion to draw [is that God was not concerned with the time 
element in Genesis 1]” (p. 60). Are the many Christians who hold 
to a literal six-day creation irrational and unreasonable? A more 
objective presentation of the facts should be expected in a work of 
this sort, whose primary purpose should not be to quarrel with 
other conservative positions, but rather to uphold biblical inerrancy 
by showing that the supposed contradictions alleged by the critics 
are invalid. 

Despite these reservations, for most Christians the book is well 
worth obtaining. Archer’s expertise in historical background (for 
example, the Philistines [p. 94], the Hittites [p. 96], and Jericho 
[p. 156]), his refutation of critical theories (especially, authorship 
questions in the Pentateuch, Isaiah, and Daniel; the date of the 
Exodus; and the resurrection appearances), and his able use of 
textual criticism in the Old Testament (for example, 1 Sam. 13:1; 
17:50; 2 Kings 8:26; and Jer. 27:1-11) are admirable. The 
Encyclopedia of Bible Difficulties may not be “encyclopedic,” 
nor is it the ‘last word” on the topics it treats; but it should prove 
to be a helpful book for many as they seek to defend the inerrancy 
of Scripture against the relentless attacks of its critics.

What did you see? What was Europe like? Since returning 
to this side of the Atlantic, I’ve been plagued with these and 
similar questions that are tremendously difficult to answer, 
especially in the space of a normal conversation. Nonetheless, 
I’d like to make an attempt to answer the query, What did I 
see? My response might differ from what you’d expect. 

Our tour was first conceived in the mind of a European 
missionary who heard the WBC Choir. Over a year ago the 
idea was passed along to the Public Affairs Department and 
fragile plans were laid. Since we believed that the Lord wanted 
us to go, we weren’t surprised at the way finances and a myriad 
of other details came together. All of the work and prayer 
culminated on May 18 when we boarded a bus and left WBC 
for a 22-day journey to Scotland, England, the Netherlands, 
Germany, Denmark, Sweden, and Norway. 

Quite naturally, the first thing to capture my attention was 
the novel and picturesque scenery. I saw plenty of evidence 
that my loving and artistic Lord had been in Europe long 
before I arrived. But our prime motive for travelling was not 
to watch God’s work in nature, but to watch His work in 
lives. So, what did I really see? 

In keeping with one of our goals as a choir, we prayed that 
the Lord would use our concerts and personal contacts to 
save and encourage many with whom we shared. Even at the 
first concert in Renfrew, Scotland, when we could hardly sing 
because of our “jet-lagged” bodies, we saw one girl become 
our sister in the Lord. Along the way, we gained other “family 
members” too. 

Our prayers to encourage were answered before our eyes 
many times. One evening, after a concert in Norway, I met a 
middle-aged, energetic woman who had hiked quite a distance 
to come to hear us. Her face radiated her appreciation, and 
she told me that the blessing she had received had far out¬ 
weighed her effort. These people do not lack for good quality 
music, but they do lack, from what I saw, for opportunities 
to worship and praise the Lord through its expression. 

Allow me to share with you a few lines from a letter I re¬ 
ceived from a Dutch teenage girl. “I’m singing almost every 
day ‘He Fills My Mouth . . . .’ I miss you a lot. . . when I am 
singing ‘He Fills My Mouth’ I sometimes start to cry. I can’t 
help it but every time I must think of how I felt that evening 
when you said to me you were leaving.” I sensed a starvation 
for true fellowship in Christ and for examples of genuine 
Christianity. I realized, too, my own lack of appreciation for 
the abundance of such things. 

I did not just see the Lord work in people, I saw Him work 
in circumstances as well. I recall the day we went to sing at the 
Roman Catholic high school in Maastricht, Holland. Besides 
the difficulty of getting past the administration who did

not allow religious groups into the school, we knew that a 
host of upset parents had forbidden their children to attend 
our concert. Being typical teens, they packed the auditorium, 
and again, we were amazed though we really should not 
have been. I saw difficult circumstances transformed into 
blessings. 

Living with close to forty people, in rather limited breathing 
space, for 22 days becomes difficult once the initial novelty 
has worn off. All that constitutes the “real” you on the inside, 
becomes obvious (sometimes painfully) to everyone else. It 
seems silly to go all the way to Europe to spend so much time 
in self-examination, but the Lord used that unique set of 
circumstances to bring each of us to the place He wanted us 
at that time. Since a good number of us are headed for full¬ 
time Christian ministries, where there’s no going home to 
“relax and be yourself’’ after three weeks, the lessons were 
precious. Through the power that only the Lord gives, several 
personal triumphs were added to the other blessings the Lord 
lavished on us. 

So, you see, I was not the typical tourist! I saw Europe in 
the context of needs. I thank God that He uses people to meet 
those needs. Yes, even those crowded city streets of Europe 
need more people ~ those who want to share Christ and the 
gospel’s vibrant message. I hope you see Europe just a little 
more as I do. Thank God with me for the great influence the 
College Choir was able to have because of what Christ has 
done and is still doing in each of our lives. 

Editor's Note: Joy Greenleese is a senior from Ottawa, Canada. 
Her perspective on the Europe Tour can probably be shared 
by many of the choir members. It truly was a life-changing 
experience for many. 


Rev. Thomas Murphy, a missionary with WEF Ministries 
in Holland, was the person the Lord used to prompt us to 
consider the choir touring Europe. In the fall of 1981 we 
shared the possibility with the Choir and with you. The Lord 
provided the $40,000 in miraculous ways, sometimes on the 
deadline. The Choir ministered 23 times in seven countries. 
The tour touched local churches, schools, a home for the 
elderly, U.S. military bases with additional ministry on planes 
and boats. There is no way we can thank all our hosts and the 
myriads of people who opened their homes. The hospitality 
and love expressed to the Choir by Christian brothers and 
sisters of Europe was truly that of Hebrews 13:2; they did not 
forget to entertain strangers.

boarding school, our eyes filled with tears as we 
bravely waved and smiled until Jhe plane was 
out of sight. We came into the house looking 
for privacy. As we cried a bit longer the strange 
feeling of being watched came over us. We 
turned to see many pairs of eyes peering through 
the screened window at us. One woman told us 
she knew how sad our hearts were, and advised 
us to cry for awhile until the sadness went away 

The Yanoamo people of Venezuela under 
stand sadness as their lives are filled with it 
Women are beaten for real or imagined indis 
cretions. Men and boys are shot by enemy ar 
rows and children die. In many ways they are 
like us as they work, play, laugh and weep. Dif¬ 
ferences lie in our vastly different backgrounds 
and distinctly different views of the world. The 
spirit world strikes a tremendous fear in hearts 
and their lives are controlled by it. No one dies a 
natural death -- there is always a reason and 
vengeance must be sought. 

During our years at Washington Bible College 
we were taught that the presentation of the 
gospel to anyone, anywhere could be done 
effectively with the right tool. Daily teaching 
from dedicated professors sharpened our use 
of the tool, the Word of God. Our encourage¬ 
ment and strength to keep on with a job that is 
too big for any man has also been the Word of 


God. 

It has been our privilege to work among people 
who in their lifetime have never held a copy of 
the Word of God in their language. There are 
still so many who would not be able to read it 
for themselves if they had it. Perhaps this coming 
year, the Yanoamo New Testament will be in 
print. While we wait, we wage the battle against 


illiteracy. 

How foolish the sacrifices of leaving our 
homeland, our family, and being separated from 
our children, if there were some other way these 
people could be saved. We serve in obedience 
to Jesus’ command, “Go ye into all the world 
and preach the Gospel to every creature.” God’s 
wonderful tool truly is the power of God unto 
saivation.
